on systematically in such an academy as Jews’ College, but in exceptional cases 
the necessary training may be obtained without having recourse to theological 
schools. . Such cases can never be more than exe ptional, and hence the raison 
d'?tre of Jews’ College is not affected by them. Mr. Lewis was enthusiastic 
with regard to the much-praised and mach-blamed Kalir, but his enthusiasm was 
moderated by a fair and critical estimate of the poct’s merits. That Mr. Lewis 
wis unable to settle the vexed questions as to NKalirs country and time, 
goes without saying. The evidence we possess is simply insufficient for any 
such purpose. Weare glad to hear that the President of the Society has alres iy 
received several promises of papers for next session from some of our most di 

tinguished scholars. 


A recent number of the Revue Bieue containa a leeture by M. Drey fus on 
* Le Juif au theatre,’ which if marked by no very striking novelty, presents old 
materials ina fresh and lively mnanner. In his witty French way he shows how 
things are said of Jews on tho stare which the authors have no intention of 
applying to Jews in real life. Since the French Revolation, the Jews have been 
justly treated in France, and as M. Dreyf is asserts, are respected and loved by 
large numbers of their fellow citizens. But the “Jew of the Theatre ” has a 
lixed conventional ¢é/e to play ; and save in few exceptional instances, dramatists 
feel constrained to obey this convention which rises superior to all possible sym- 
pathies or antipathies. M. Adolphe d’Eanery, in reply to M. Dreyfus's question 
whether in the persone of any of his plays he had introduced the character of a 
Jew, replied in the negative. ‘‘ Never,” he replied, “and the reason is very 
simple. On the stage one must never go counter to popular sentiment ; it Is 
the author’s first duty to please the spectator and respect his tastes. Had I put 
7 Jew on the stage, I should naturally have been obliged to make him a usurer, 
a swindler, or a traitor—in short. a vile personage. This be would be a very dis- 
agreeable thing for me to do, especially aa T’am myself of Jewish origin. What 
have I done, then? I have entirely suppressed the Jew in my plays.” We 
faney that again, with exceptions, the same convention applies also in E igiand 
On the stage the Jew must be either odious or grotesque. “ Why don’t you Iaugh ?” 
asks the Parisian of his Jewish friend, after relating some amusing incident in 
which a Jew plays a far from pleasing part. “Oh! You are a Jew yourself,” he 
continues, “but what has that to do with my story ? I was talking of the 
stage Jew, not of the Jew as heis in fact. So please laugh with me!” M. 
Dreyfus touches lightly on the historical aspect ef the question, and alludes to 
the famous playsin which Jews figure. Naturally he devotes eonsiderable atten” 
tion to Marlowe’s “ Jew of Malta ” and Shakespeare's ‘* Merchant of Venice.” He 
does red seck altogether to defend Shakespeare from the charge of sharing the 
prejudices of his contemporaries, but he eloquently pleads against the common 
estimate of the character of “ Shylock.” “ He is cruel, he is odious ; but he is 
not vile.” True, says M. Dreyfus, “ Shylock ” has sat as the model for countless 
stage-Jews of subsequent generations. Bat we have something to be grateful

Sirk,—<As it is mostly asserted, and with some truth, that the Jewish race ea 
n inte!lectual or artistic occupations, and has not greatly distinguished itsel 
either in difficult manual labour or in situations where great courage or heroism 
have to be shown, I think it is worthy of attention that the late Arctic Expedition 
of Lieatenant Greely numbered among its members Sergeant [erael, a member of 
the Jewish religion.

Sergeant Israel occupied the post of Astronomer to the Expe- 
dition, and, besides performing his duties in a wost capable manner, was evidently 
very popular with tae whole party. 


For the informatioa of those who have not read Lieut, Greely’s “ Three Year, 
of Arctic Servic*,* I may briefly mention that the Expedition arrived in the Arctic 
Regions in Angast, 1881. Making Fort Conger their headquarters, they remained 
there until August, 1883 ; during that time, however, making many long and ardu- 
ous expeditions, alding vreatly to the world’s limited knowledge of the geograp)y 
of the Arctic Regions, aud in May, 1882, three members of the Expedition (on, 


only of whom, however, survives), attaining the most'northerly point that has ever 


yet been reached by man. In August, 1553, the expected relief steamer not having 
arrived, the Expedition abandoned Fort Coager, and retreated 500 miles South to 
Cape Sabine, by boat and sledge, a great part of the journey being over the partly 
frozen sea, which rendered the journey excessively perilous owing to the ice con.

THE JEW AND THE HISTORIC CONSCIOUSNESS, 
To THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 

Sin.—The leader of your last edition under the above denomination points out 
the remedy bow to save the Jewish body from disruption and how to excite the 
interest and the enthusiasm of the indifferent. According to the writer, it consists 
in the revival of sympathy with the past ; once this sympatky aroused, the present 
generation would strive after moral perfection, would be, as of old, an apostle of 
hygiene, and would bear witness to the Divine truth. The writer hopes that 
beneath this banner even those Jews may rally, who have broken with institu- 
tional Judaism altogether. 

Permit me to state that I do not believe in the healing power of this medicine ; 
the physician prescribes, and not eflicaciously, only against the visible signs of the 
disease, but not against its causes. 

The writer wishes to excite the interest and the enthusiasm of the indifferent, 
Do you think thiscan be done Sy directiug him to look only backwards, to see how 
our forefathers have sacrificed every worldly position in order to forward the 
Jewish mission pure and untouched to their descendants? He, the indifferent, will 
certainly not get interested nor ex ited, but will answer you very coolly, that times 
lave quite changed now, that it is no more good policy of the Jews to be too exclu- 
sive, and that the principal object of a modern Jew consists in attaining the highest 
worldly position possible. Can he, after having broken with institutional Judaism, 
be blamed for this opinion? Ithink not. 

What, then, is to be done to save the Jewish body from disruption ? My anawer 
is: By teaching over and over again what Jadaism requires from its adherents, and 
at what it aims! 

The Almighty, in giving the Law to Israel, referred also to the historic facts 
(Exod. 19, 4, and 2), 2), but with a special end: * Now, therefore, if ye will obey 
my voice indeed and keep my covenant, then ye shall be a peculiar treasure 
unto me from all the poples, ard ye shall be unto me a kingdom of priests and an 
holy nation,” (Exod,19, 5,6). The historic consciousness alone will not do; the 
covenant must be kept ; only then we may become a holy nation, 

‘This is the indispensable requirement of Judaism ‘ and Paul, who understood it 
perfectly well, became the real founder of Christianity by abolishing the céremonial 


law ; without this abolition not one of the apostles would have succeeded in 
founding a new religion out of Judaism, 


Nobody nowadays wishes any member of the Jewish community to be excom- 
municated ; but it should not be too much regretted if those elements, that can or 
will not understand the means and ends of J udaism, should withdraw from it. 
That would not bea disruption, but, on the contrary—as with the human body, 


which constantly thrusts off certain of its parts—the symptomsof a very healthy 
constitution,

Sry,—In your Note on Lenormant's Genesis you ver 

stragrammaton 18 Cistinctly stated in Exodus vi, 3. to have heen 

Isaac and Jacob, cannot be removed unless we assume thas 
patriarchs were wanting in a theological knowledge which was possersed by their 
predecessors—a hypothesis which is contrary to the spirit both of the Pentateuchal 
history, and of Jewish interpretation of it. This latter remark is most pertinent 
and if your readers will refer to Rashi's comment on the verse in question they will 
énd & lucid explanation of the apparent difficulty (vide Rashi in loco), Youthen con- 
inne, but the most forcible argument in support of the dyalistic theory is to be 
foond in the circumstance that two totally distinct accounts of the Creation are 
given in Genesis ; you presumably refer to the wording of the second chapter 
jifering from that of the first. Permit me to state, that the distinct accounts are 
only apparent, not rea!, On a close perusal of the text it will be noticed, that. 
throughout the firet chapter of Genesis we mectexclusively with the term N13, “ He 
created” and wy", “ He made; "in the recond chapter, we find 18%, “And He 
formed,” but not once N13, “ He created.’ Now whatinference can be deduc: d 
from these distinctly different expressions’ Only that the firat chapter of Genesis 
is, ag it were, a summary of creation, or better an introduction to the information 
rouchsafed to man that our sublanary sphere was created or called into existence 
by an Omnipotent Creator. Having informed man that all things jad been creat: d, 
the sacred penman then gives us in the tecond chapter a detailed narrative of the 
created things. And what would seem to confirm this eupposition is that whereas 
the narrative in the second chapter details the formation of the human species fir’, 
the creation of man and woman having been already stated in the first or preced- 
ing chapter, therein (Chapter 1) it is stated Jas, Again in the second chapter 
of Genesis, no mention is there made of reptiles or creeping things, t'1D5, Evidently, 
on the consideration, that the creation of the air, water, and terrestrial population 
and vegetables productions having been already described jn fo/o, it was unnecessary 
to repeat what had been previously mentioned. From the wording of a passage 
in Isaiah, chap. xl viii, 13, one might think that some such theory as the one under 
discussion had already been mooted in that pre-exilic age, as to the apparest con- 
tradiction in the statements of Genesis J. 1, and ibid II. 4 in the former, heaven 
being mentioned first and earth last, and iu the latter, rive rersd. The prophet 
therefore effects a reconciliation and exclaims PAN AIO 
TUT NK NW, My hand also hath laid the foundation of the earth.

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THE UNITED SYNAGOGUE. 


The monthly meeting of the Council of the United Synagogue was held on 
Tuesday, at the Central Synagogue Chambers. There were present: Lord RotH- 
KCHILD, President, in the Chair ; Messra, Hf. A. Abrabame, M. Abrahams, A.A rnholz, 
Hi. Barnett, M. Benjamin, H. Bentwitch, B, Birnbaum. J. A, Cohen, L. h, 
M.P..

The PRESIDENT, in bringing up the preliminary report of the Committee 
appointed to consider and report on the financial arrangements of 
apologised to the meeting for being ob iged to leave early in the evening ; in fact, 
he would not have been present at all but for the importance of the subject. Lord 
Rothechild then continued : It will be in the recollection of you all that the Coun- 
cil were made acquainted with the fact, which the Executive Committee had long 
felt. that the resources of the synagogues were no longer sufficient to meet its 
wants. Iam aware that there are some who say that we were over-tating the case ; 
that the finances were not in a bad way ; and that if we hold less stock than at the 
time of the Amalgamation, we possess several new synagogues, It is trne we 
derive an income from these new synagogues, but we have also to sat sfy their 

wants. The Council will remember that the Special Committee on Finance was 
empowered to take advice as to the best means for effecting the ob}: et which you 
had in view in appointing it. This »dvice was of a very elementary character, and 

consisted of but few words: “ Increass your revenue if you can, and spend less, 
It was easy enough to say that we were to increase onr revenue ; bat this does not 
depend on the ardour of the Council as much as on the zeal of the officials of the 
several synagognes, Your Committee decided that an increate of revenue could not 
be attained if things went on as in the past, owing to the want of interest taken by 
individuals in the affairs of their respective synagogues. A diminution of expen- 
diture we have always had in view ; but the Execative, whenever it has attempted 
to cut down expenses, h»s incurred odiam and been met by 4 p enliar alliance of 
parti¢s who wished to pull at our purse. Under these circumstsnces, the ‘ommittee 
copsidered whether a wider extension could not be given to the principle of the 
alliance between the several synagogues. They could not hide from themselves the 
fact that when the synagogues were united one idea prevailed, viz., that owing to 
the migration from the Kast End to the West. the prosperous synagogues would be 
in the West, and the poorer (I mean financially poor) in the East. In order to 
obviate the-want of unity, and the poorer synagogues being left to starve, the 
existing arraggement was made. and hus hitherto worked satisfactorily. This 
arrangement had one resalt, it destroyed the individuality of each synagogue. Tte 
object ot the Committee was to restore this individuality as far as possible, because 
it was felt that on the one hand it would act as an incentive to increased revenue, 
and on the other to ine eased parsimony. Whatever may be the result of the reso- 
lutions now before you, the Council end the community are greatly indebted to Mr, 
David Davis, our excellent Treasurer, who has worked out the plan. Mr. Davis 
started with the assumption that there are three classes of expenditure. The first 
is purely communal ; the second class also partakes of a communal character, and 
cannot be varied by members of each synayogue ; the third class is local to the 
several synagogurs themselves. Having mate this division, and taken from each 
synagogue the revenne required to meet the expenditure in classes | and 2, the sur- 
plus, if any remained, might be applied bye ch synagogue for local ri quirem nts. 
The revenue of all the synagogues would still be paid into the same fund as at 
present, and the first charges would be made on classes land 2. Only after there 
‘harges had teen met would it be possible to touch the third class, The question 
now arises what is to become of the synagogues which have no surplus, and which 
come on the gene al funds to make up their deficits’ The answer is, that al! the 
synagogoes would continue to bring up their budgets al the beginning of the year, 
and any deficit would have to be met by the synagogues having a eurplas, The 
‘‘ouncil, | am sure, would not have understood the scope of the resolutions if I had 
not gone into these details. All we now ask of you is to s:nction the resolutions 
recommended by your Special Committee. The scheme itself will then be worked 
out between now and next November, and it will then be tefore yor to deal with as 

you please, I now move the first resolution : 

That this Committee deems it expedient to endeavour to satisfy a desire 
which has been generally exp’essed for greater freedom of action by the 
Local Boards of Manavement,and with that view recommends that arranve- 
ments be made by which, afier providing for all outlays considered by the 
Council necessary for general purposes, for loca! eniarie: and for en, 
other local expenses as the United Synagogue may be directly respon: 

for. any balance of local income be left under the contro! of the [, cal 
Boards of Management, although such a measure i+ not in agreement with 
the financial arrangemen’s under which the affairs of the United Syna- 

rogue have hitherto been administered, 

Mr. Couks, MLP., seconded the wotion. In the course of his remarls 
Viv Oohen said that one of the spectal advantages ef the scheme which Mr, Davis 
had elaborated would have the effect of bringing home to each synigogue the 
responsiblity belonging to it. If each synagogue conld discharge the eogagementa 
coming ander class ‘}, a« explained by their President, there would be no oe asion 
fur such synagogues to come to the Council. They would have to fulfil engage- 
ments in classes | and 2, for they were committed to enlaries of local officers 
(coming under class 2) which must be considered as primary claims on the funds. 
Any ryvagogue asking the assi-tance of the Council to make bath ends meet would 
have to justify that dewand, asin other institutions, The Finance Committee was 
engaged on a very laborious task : but they it It it te he desirable that before em- 
baking on the detaits of the scheme the Couneil should in the first place affirm the 
principle which the Committee sought to establish. Ie hoped the scheme would be 
couplete within a limioof time bss than that named by the President. The reso- 


lutions pledged the Council to the abandonment of the present system : butif ther 

desired that system to continue, then let them nevative the resolutions. He would 

remind the Council that it was never contemplated in the mins of the founders of 

the Union that the system should be permanent, because the clause in the Act relating 

thereto was declared to be subject to revision after three years, without rm sedring 

the consent of the general body of seatho ders. 

Mr. H. A. ABRAHAMS Cissented from the resolution, because he believed that 

it would not work tatisfactoii y. While ready to grant individual synagornes all 

the lit erties foreshadowed by the President and Mr. Cohen, he believed that these 

privileges could be brought about by meins of an amendment instead cf an entire 

subversion of the existing system. Ie pointed out that after an existence of 14 

years, the annual revevue of the United Synagogue had increased by several thou- 

spd pounds, ‘This did not show that the public spirit of the community had been 

broken, or that Shoolism had decline+, It had also been urged that legacies had 

‘iminished since the Union, Bat he would like to mention that whereas at the . 

of the amalgamation the City Synagogues handed over £39,000 as the result of 
a coutury aud a half's work, the United Synagogue during 14 years had received 
from the community for the erection of synagogues and other commune) wants 

no less a sum than £35,400, He thoaght that the Council should not pledge iteelf

He was convinced that no liberty could be given to the synagogues, Which 
would not infringe more than did the scheme of the Financial Committee on the 
Act of Parliament and on the Union. 

Mr. Lionet L. Cours, M.P., then took the Chair. 

Mr. MontTaave DAvis moved an amendment to add (after the words, © Ani) 
with that view recommends that") “subject to the Council being ftatistied asa ty 
details and figures of such scheme, ° 

Mr. DAVID Davis seconded the amendment. 

Mr. Henry Hart opposed the resolution on the same grounds as advanced |yy 
Mr. Hyman Abrahams, The scheme which was being elaborated altered the entire 
mode of procedure of the Council. The Treasurers, in their last report, gave the 
Council to comprehend that the affairs of the Uaited Synagogue were in a ios, 
dolorous condition. On this ground a Committee had tne en appointed tw devine 
means for improving the revenue, and he maintained that it was a second instruc. 
tion to that Committee that wider freedom should be given to the local synagogues. 
He was, therefore, surprised when tue Council were told that the best way to increase 
the funde of the United Synagogue was to give some four or five wealthy syna, 
gogues the power to spend their surplus. The present recommendation placed gy 
restriction on synagogues having a surplus to spend such surplas as they pleased, 
He thought power snou'd be given to spend only a moderate proportion, This 
would act as an incentive to each synagogue to increase the amount of this 
proportion, 

Mr. I. M. MArks denied that richer synagogues wou'd be able to spend] every. 
thing they had while the poorer ones did not possess sufficieat for their wants, In 
support of the Finance Committee's plan he remarked that donors to individual 
synagogues would increase their gifts if they knew that the local Committees wou|| 
have the handling of the amounts, and also that as the Council were now and ayain 
lavish with their votes, the members would in future hesitate hefore agreeing t, 
such votes, if they were more directly, interested in the administration of ths 
funds. 

Mr. A. ARNHOLZ opposed, and Mr, A, Levy supported, the. resolution, Mr, 
Levy urged that legacies might be lett to local synagogues, and that power should 
be given to local Boards to «pend the interest. 

Mr. DAvip Davis pointed out the inconvenience of discussing the details of 4 
scheme which was not before the Council ; and in answer to the observations of a 
previous speaker, he said that the surplus of the wealthy synagogues wou!d not be 
at their disposal until they had met the requirements of synagogues which were 
unable to pay their way. For many yrars it had been a standing complaint that 
the local synagogues did net enjoy sufficiest control over the monies which they 
col ected from their respective congregations ; and that even for the emallest gratu- 
ity the sanction of the Council had to be obtained. The Finance Committee simply 
asked the Council to affirm what the local Boards had imposed on themselves, whe. 
they undertook to pay the salaries they had fixed, and to provide subsidies, 

Mr. EpwaArpb LEE supported the resolution, 

The CHAIRMAN said that the amendment of Mr. Davis made it still more clear 
that the Committee only asked the Council for the affirmation of a principle. No 
new funds were created by the resolution ; but the Board of Management would 
have the control of fluctuating items of expenditure instead of the Cooncil, He 
told the Council that if they rejected the principle, they would not be in harmony 
with the synagogues which they represente«). 

The question that the words of the amendment be alded to the original reso- 
lution was then put and carried. 

A further amendment was then moved by Mr. Henry HART, to the effeet that 
the adoption of the recommendation of the Committee was impolitic, because the 
change would be directly at variance with the principle on which the Council had 
hitherto conducted its financial affairs. 

Mr. E. SALOMON s-conded the resolution, which was negatived by a large 
majornty, 

The original resolution, as amended, was then put to the vote, and earried by 
do to 3, 

The CHAIRMAN thea moved the adoption of the second resolution, viz. - 

’. That with respect to such synagogues as under any such system may show a 
ceficiency, proposals for. meeting this dk ficiency from the general income 
of the United Synagogue may be submitted at the commencement of each 
year, any subvention when veted to be ineluded in the sum to l« 
provided for general purposes, 

The motion was agreed to, 

The Executive Committee bronucht nny & report on references to the Council 
concerning a& proposed addition by the St John's Wood Synagogue to Bye Law «5 
(relating to, the forfeiture of seats by members in arrears), for all the Constituent 
Synagogues ; affairs connected with the Hambro’ synagogue ; atid a letter from the 
Beard of Deputies on the subject of communications from the Visitation Co nmittce 
tov the Home Office. With reference to the last named subject, the Committee reported 
‘ The Executive Committee have carefully considered the letter of February 4, LAAN, 
of the Board of Deputies to the Council, calling attention to the action of the 
Visitation Committee in. communicating with the Home Office oa the surject of 
applying the existing laws in reapectof the admission of Jewish children toe Indus. 
trial Schools, and complaining that by such action the Visitation Committee is 
assuming a function for which the Board is specially constituted. After fall coer. 
sideration of the correspondence which has passed between the two bodies on the 
subject, and upon reference tothe Constitution of the Board of Deputies, the Execn- 
tive Committee are unanimously of opinion that the Course pursued for the past 14 
years by the Visitation Committee has been productive of substantial advantage te 
the community, and in no way infringes upon the functions of the Board. which 
has bitherto been, and should in the future be, invoked whenever legislation likely 
to affect Jewish interests is contemplated. ‘The Executive Committee recommend 
that an answer tothe foregoing effect be forwarded to the foard.”’ 

The several recommendations of the Committee were adopted. 

The CHAIRMAN informed the Council that the Treasurers had borrowed £4,000 
(the limit authorised by the Council) from the Bank of England: but as this 
amount was not sufficient to meet the quarterly payments which fell due on the Ist 
of April, the l'reasurers of the Bequests and Trusts Society had lent a farther sum 
of “£1,000 from their working balance, 


Mr. Moss Benjamin was elected a representative of the Council at the Board 
of Shechita in lieu of Mr. Henry Solomon, resigned. 

A letter was read from the New Synagogue announcing that Mr, Henry Pear- 
tree, who was now in America, had re-iened the office of Financial Representative 
of that synagogue at the Council. 

On the motion of the CHAIRMAN, thanks were voted to Dr. Neubauer for cata- 
loguing the Hebrew MS&. at the Beth Hamedrash. 

The mecting concluded with a vote of thanks to the Chair.

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JUDAISM AND BCLENCE, 
Tae recognition by Professor Huxcey of the claims of Judaism to be con- 
sistent with the teachings of Modern Science is au incident which deserves 
more extended notice than we were able to give to it last week. We have 
on previous oveasions hell that a true Jow and a reverent scientist 
are by no means incompatible terms, and on the oceasion of Prof, HuxLey’s 
presence at the consecration of the St. John’s Wood Synagogue, we pointed 
out that it was only within the walls of a synagogue that his presence ata 
religious ceremony would be other than incongruous, While, however, we 
recognise the appropriateness and force of Prof. Hextry'’s admissions in 
favour of Judaism which are in such marked contrast to his unfavourable 
estimate of Christianity, we are not inclined to welcome too realily the 
commendation of one whites interference in religious questions can scarcely 
be said to have been “on the side of the angels.” Timemus Danars et 
dona ferentes, Even if Prof, Huxvey’s attitude towards religion in the 
past were entirely above suspicion, the knowledge he displays of Biblical 
criticism is, as we shall see, not. sufficiently secure as to render us over- 
ready in accepting his statements on such subjects as authoritative. W hile 
therefore accepting in the main the version which he gives of the evolution

But he must be sanguine indeed if he ean believe 
that persons of ordinary penetration will be induced by such a desire fo 
almit that he has any special claim to be heard on questions of Biblical 
criticism or exegesis. His account. necessarily second-hand, of Polynesian 
theology and ethics is instructing: but the comparison which he draws 
between them and the religious and moral ideas of the Israelites in the 
earliest ages is obviously based on the assumption that his exposition of those 
ideas is correct. . Whether it is so correct is the point which corimon-sense 
view as the keystone of Mr. Huxtey’s position. They 
will not take his assertions about such matters on trust, for though he is a 


distinguished naturalist, he is by no means a Biblical scholar.

Judges and Samuel, only ‘commandments of Janven’ which 
gods, or are orders given a/ hoc, and have nothing to do with questions 
of morality.” If only the literal significance of the assertion is regarded, it 
is eonclusively refuted by the circumstance that Davip’s adultery with 
Batusnesa and his murder of Untda are expressly declared to be a viola- 
tion of the Divine precepts. Mr. Hexvey’s assertion, however, is to be 
understood ina general sense,’as implying that what the Gop of 
demanded from His servants was not so much morality as that personal alle- 
giance to Him which was shown by abstaining from the worship of other 
gods, It implies further that morality among the ancient Israelites was in 
a very low condition, for their chief aim was to do, not what was socially 
right, but what was best calculated to satisfy the divine amour propre. But 
here again Mr. Hvxvev is not altogether on safe ground. The Israelite of 
old was very far removed indeed from ethical perfection ; but he was 
not so bad as his latest critie would have us believe. The story told in 
Judves xix.-xxi. is terrible in its repulsiveness ; but the burning indignation 
which its chief incident aroused throughout the length and breadth of the 
land. and the vengeance exacted from the offending tribe, prove the exist- 
ence, even in those turbulent times, of a healthy moral spirit. When Davip 
refuses to drink the water for whicli he thirsts because it has been obtained 
by three heroes “ that went in jeopardy of their lives,” we are in presence ot 
a delicacy of moral feeling which we shall in all probability look for in vain 
among Mr. Hoxuey’s Samoans. Even the act of pouring out “unto the 
Lonp ” the precious water thus obtained, is a symptom of an equally refined 
theological sentiment, hardly to be classed with the mere crude desire to 
eonciliate the goodwill of the Derry. That the Israelites must have made 
no little progress both in ethies and theology in the age of SaMUEL is 
shown by Davin's refusal to slay his mortal enemy because he was “ the 
Lorp's anointed,” by his thanking Gep for having saved him from blood- 
guiltiness in the affair of Nanat, by his extending * the kindness of Gop” 
to Meputnosuetn, and by the fact that the sin of Ents sons is distinetly 
declared to have consisted in flagrant immorality, inthe ordinary sense of 
the term, as well as in ritual irregularities. 

But these are not all the instances that can be adduced of Mr. Hex- 
LeY’s want of exactness. ‘‘ There is no reason to doubt ” he affirms, *‘ that 
during their residence in the land of Goshen the Israelites knew nothing 
of Janven ; but as their own prophets declare (see EZEKIEL xx.) were poly.

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ANCIENT TRADITIONS OF SUPERNATURAL VOICES (“ BATH-KOL.”) 


On Tuesday evening last, Dr. 8. Lovis read a paper on the above subject at the 
monthly meeting of the Society of Biblical Archmology. __ 

The subject of the paper belongs to the chapter of ancient folklore which pre- 
vailed in Judma in the centuries immediately preceding and those following the birth 
of Christ. In the Talmud the belief in supernatural voices (Bath-Kol) is never called 
into question, but indications are found showing that these voices are not in every 
instance treated with the same degree of reverence. The expression /iath-Ao/ isa 
mystical name ; literally it means“ the daughter of voice, but some writers have 
considered it to mean an echo, basing this opinionon Jebamoth xvi, 4, but the passage 
does not carry out the interpretation. Another opinion is that a feeble voice 
is meant, Bath M3 being a feminine noun joined to the word Kol ip 
and that itis a eupernatural declaration of an inferior degree to the spirit of 
prophecy which inspired the men of the Biblical Canon (Sota 4s b.) In the two re- 
dactions of the Talmud (the Babylonian and that of Jerusalem) there are 80) passayes 
where Bath-Kol is used ; 19 are repetitions, leaving 67 which the author classified 
into 6 groups. The first group relates to the decision between Jearned dispn- 
tants: one Bath-Kol decided between Hillel and Shamai (Erubin 14 b) where 
the Bath-Kol went forth snnouncing for the opinions of the College of 
Hillel which represented the Liberal view. In reality it was not the Bath-Kol that 
decided between the disputants but the majority cf votes of the ecclesiastical tribunal. 
Another Pat)i-Kol decided in fasourof R. Elieser Ben Hyrkanoes ( Baba Metzia 5 b). 
The second group refers to the voices that proceeded from the Holy of Holies. 
Simon the Just. Hich Priest 220 p.c. heard a voice although it is not clear to what 
particular event it referred (Sota 33a) Jochanan the High Priest also heard a 
voice (//id). Generally the expression is ‘“‘a Bath-Kal came forth” but in these 
and two other instances the voice was “heard”; in all these cases the 
Bath-Kol reflects the thoughts which occupied the minds of individua's 
in moments of intense acitation and is thus capable of physchological explanation, 
In the 3rd group the passages referto martyrdom. Inall countries and all ages the 
life and death of martyrs have been associated with supernatural phenomena, In the 
Ist century of the Chrietian Era Chanina Ben Tradjon was condemned to be burnt 
alive. R. Akiba was also put to a cruel death,and in each case the Kath-Kol was heard 
(Abodah Sarah Isa Bi rachoth 61b) declaring they were destined to participate in 
the future life, This phraceis applied not only to martyrs, but also to other per- 
sonages and forms the text of 10 passagesin the Talmud. The ith group relates 
to eminent personages and here the voice represents the emphatic expression of 
current cpinion. On one occasion when the sages were assembled ata house in 
Jericho. a Bath-Kol came forth declaring the Divine Spirit should rest on one 
among them (Sota #8b). Amother Bath-Kol applies to Jonathan Ben Usiel 
(Megilla 3 a) the paraphrasist of some portions of the acriptures. A 
Bath-Kol went forth, exclaiming, “who is he that has laid open my 
secrets!" Jonathan said,“ I am he—It is well known unto Thee that I have uot 
worked for my own glory por for the glcry of my kindred but for Thy glory 
in order that differences may not be multiplied in Israel.’ He further wished to 
prey are a similar paraphaee of the Hagiographa, but a Bath-Kol went forth saying 
unto him.“ thou hast done enough.’ There are 14 passages where the Bath-hol 
glorifies an individual, There is one Bath-Kol which issaid to go forth every 
day proclaiming “the danghter of so and so is destined for so and -s0,” 
which appears to be equiv-lent to the proverbial saying that marriages are 
made in heaven (Moed Katan 18b). The 5th group refers to passages which have 
the character of parables or legends as for example, Titus Vespasian and the gnat 
(Gittin 56b), which to the Jews taught the lesson of a visitation of Providence as a 
punishment for blasphemous language. /nother legend of Rash Lakesh (Baba 
Metzia 185b) was quoted illustrating the maxim that the diffusion of knowledge 
is more meritorious than unproductive research, in other words that practice is 
better than theory. The 6th group referred to passages where the Bath-Kol has 
expounded Biblical verses. But the belief in supernatural voices was not 
confined to the Jews ; Gre: k authors refer to voices,and the author quoted a pas 
sage in full from Plutarch (on the ceseation of oracles) re ating to the death of 
the great Pan. Whatever may have been believed by the populace and the educated 
classes, the ecclesiastical authorities did not ascribe a Divine origin tothese voices ; 
it must, however, be remembered tbat the locality was Palestine, the cradle-land of 
Visions and proph«tic dreams ; that tte Jews were a nation proudly clinging to the 
ancient traditions of their race, imbued with abelief that their anvestors had been 
favourei by direct intercourse with their Heavenly Father, and that a belief in 
supernatural agencies formed a comforting element in the dark daye. of captivity 
and the ecvere trials of persecution,

JuURUSALEM.—The Society “ Ezrath Hanidachim,’ in Jerusalem, has sent us a 
report of its labours during four months, The Society, besides granting loans and 
making gifts to necessitous individuals, has erected twenty houses for as many 
fariilies of the refugees from Yemen, who, from want of better accommodation. 
had been compelled to find shelter in caves and the elefts ef rocks. Durivg the 
period embraced by the report 27 more Jews were reseued from the missiouaries 
and some of them were assisted to leave the country.—Freiherr Dr, Von Tischen- 

dorff, the new German Consul in Jerusalem, has appointed as Dragoman to the 
Consulate M. Aric, son of a Jewish banker in that City. The appointment has 
given the utmost satisfaction. to the Jewish Community.

J THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


The emigration of Jews from Russia continues with an unabated flow. Ac- 
cording to official statistics which have lately been published, the nage a 
Jews who quitted Russian Poland in 1885 was 20,150, their destination being 
Ce fieiaid Court at Tarnopol gave judgment on the 9th ult., in the trial 
of four persons for the murder at Glemboka, in August of last year, of the Jewish 
innkeeper, Michel Haller, and six members of his household. The details of the 
critne are too horrible to be described. Three of the prisoners were condemned 
to death, and the fourth to fifteen years’ imprisonment. The culprits received 
the announcement of their doom with the utmost callousness. 

The Pahlen Commission on the Jewish Question recently held a meeting to 
discuss the question of the retention or the abolition of the area of settlement of 
Jews. A pronounced anti-Semite, Prince N. N. Galitzyn, submitted a bitterly 
hostile report on the subject : but after a short yet lively debate his proposals 
were rejected. Although the results of the meeting have been kept secret, the 
Journal de St. Pétersbourg believes that they were of a character satisfactory to 
the Jews. 

In Riga a Commission has been appointed to examine and report upon the 
Jewish rights of domicile, and of carrying on commercial and industrial pursuits. 

At the request of the Pahlen Commission on the Jewish question, the Central 

Statistical Committee has prepared a comprehensive work on the trade in spirits 
among the Jews, which will shortly be published. The book is said to contain 
many data favourable to the Jews and to oppose the restrictions which of late 
vears have been imposed on the sale of alcoholic liquors by the Jews. — 
‘ The Minister of the Interior hus addressed a circular to the respective Chiefs 
of Police directing them to forbid the sale of candles by Jews for use in houses 
of worship. Although this prohibition refers to Christian churches only, it is 
feared that in some places Anti-Jewish police functionaries may give it so wide 
an interpretation as to include the preparation and sale of candles even fox 
synagogues. 

The expulsion of Jews from St. Petersburg, from places situated less than 

0) versts’ distance from the frontier, and from villages is still being carried on 
with the utmost severity. At the little town of Losonaja, near Odessa, the Jews 
were given till the let of April to quit ; bat from Tschernaja Ostrow (in the 
Government of Podolia), they were expelled even without notice. In St. 
Petersburg the eviction of entire Jewish families is a matter of daily oceur- 
rence. 
The well known Jewish- philanthropist in Moscow, Councillor of State 
Lazar Poliakoff (brother of M. Poliakoff of St. Petersburg) has at his own and 
his wife’s expense erected in the former Russian capital a fine synagogue, which 
was consecrated on the 12th March. Madame Poliakoff has long been distin- 
guished for her intense piety, and unbounded hospitality and benevolence. In 
the same city of Moscow, there resides a Christian lady, the Countess Natalie 
Uvaroff (daughter of Prince Gortschakott) who has attained celebrity by her pas- 
sionate affection for the study of the Hebrew language and literature. She com- 
menced to learn Hebrew first in Italy, continued her studies in Strasburg and has 
lately resumed them in Moscow. The Countess has declared that there is no 
langu wre so dear to her as Hebrew. 


AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


At Zala-Egerszege{ Hungary ) which was the serene of sanguinary riots against 
the Jews in 1883. there has been a fresh outhreak of Judwophobia in connection 
with the Parliamentary elections. The windows of several houses inhabited by 
Jews were broken, and in order to avert further mischief two companies of 
infantry were despatched to the town. 

A recent incident at Trieste has attracted considerable attention in the city. 
The Talmud Torah Society has for many years included among its members 
Herr Joseph Wetschini, one of the leading local journalists, and a talented 
Hebrew scholar. Nene of bis fellow members believed that he was other 
thanadew. A short time ago he called on the Chief Rabbi, and stating that he 
was a Christian, although of Jewish descent, he begged to be received into the 
religious community of his ancestors. The ceremony was of a highly solemn 
character. 

The Hungarian Minister of Public Instruction has issued a decree, according 
to which only the sons of Rabbis, or youths who intend to study for a Rab- 
binical calling, shall be exempted from writing on the Sabbaths and festivals. 
Even those entitled to this dispensation will not be able to obtain it without 
going through several formalities. The Minister has gince taken steps slightly to 
initigate the severity of his order, but. without civing satisfaction to the Jewish 
community. Unless the decree be withdrawn, one of the Jewish members of 
the Hungarian Parliament will interpellate the Government on the subject. 

Herr Adolf Wachsmann, a Jewish inhabitant of Jaszkarekeghaz, in Hun- 
gary, has for the third time been unanimously elected Receiver of Taxes and 
Cashier for the local Commune. In the latter capacity he also exercises the 
functions of Cashier for the Roman Catholic Congregution. For a Jew to hold 
such an office Is indeed a rare occurrence.

_ATHENS.—Since about five years, a number of Jews have resided in the Greek 
capital in a district known as Ebreho Machala (Hebrews’ quarter). At present there 
are 40 Jewish families, and 50 unmarried male Jews in Athens, the majority of 
whom earn barely more than sufficient to meet their requirements, Owing to this 
want of means they have been unable hitherto to organise a regular community, 
found a Benevolent Society or opena school. The last named institution is the 
most urgent of present needs, since Jewish children are being brought up in compara- 
tive ignorance,
